The question that all gamers are asking 
is: will the game come with its own 
maracas? The answer is a resounding yes, 
although they will be sold separately to 
the game along with a base unit which is 
used to determine movement. Clocking in 
at a whopping 7800 Yen, they're not 
exactly cheap but if you're after that 
authentic arcade feel, they’re going to 
have to be an absolute must. 

The game itself will feature four 
modes of play — Arcade, Original, 
Challenge and Party — so there’s going to 
be plenty to do. The Arcade mode is self- 
explanatory (simply shake along to the 
beat) as is the Challenge mode, where 
you must play through five different 
levels of difficulty. The real fun, however, 
takes off in Original mode, because apart 
from featuring three new songs you will 
be able to download new music from the 
game’s Web site. Pretty cool, huh? The 
implications of this are far more exciting 
though, as it means that the game will 


probably be the first to make use of the 
MP3-capable VM unit that Sega has 
promised is in the works. The Party 
mode of the game will allow you to go 
at it against a friend at the same time, 
and itself is split into three modes — 
Battle, Love-Love (don’t ask!) anda 
selection of five mini-games. 

What this all means is that the 
Dreamcast version of Samba De Amigo is 
going to have plenty to keep all members 
of the family enthralled in hours of fun 
and rhythmic hand-shaking action. Now 
all we have to do is persuade Sega to 
release the game over here...

Already Rush 2049 is looking to be an arcade 
perfect port, and considering that it’s only 
about 70% complete you can expect a very 
tidy end product. But it’s not just a straight 
forward arcade port, as the developers have 
incorporated a whole host of new features to 
the game, making it one that you'll will want 
to return to again and again... only this time 
you won't need to have a pocketful of change 
to play.

But, you might be surprised to hear, 
it’s not the graphical elegance and 
beauty which is the most thrilling or 
even appealing aspect of the game 
(although it certainly helps) as it’s 
pretty goddamn good fun to play too.

Thankfully though, The Nomad Soul 
manages to breathe some badly-needed 
life into the adventure genre — Code:

Like we said, you begin the game in the 
body of Kay’l - an Omikron Security 
Officer with a problem on his hands. You 
see, he’s been missing for some time after 
his partner was brutally murdered while on 
an investigation. As the bodies mount up, 
the superiors at Security HO are beginning 
to suspect that Kay’! has got something to 
do with it and as you'd expect, it’s up to 
you to prove them wrong... at least, it is 
to start with. As your investigation 
continues, you'll come up against demons 
intent on killing you as well as transferring 
your soul to other hosts and playing 
someone else’s life entirely... 

It’s not all straightforward walking 
around and picking up items in order to 
use them later on; to add a bit of 


excitement into the mix, there are two 
other game elements that come into play 
at the relevant times. As well as the 
regular third-person adventure bit, you'll 
have the chance to try your hand at first- 
person GoldenEye-esque shooting (like 
when you're stopping terrorists from 
taking over the local supermarket) and 
also a side-on 3-D beat-’em-up section, 
when trying to stop various villains and 
demons. These extra modes aren't exactly 
ground-breaking — the fighting section is 
certainly no Soul Calibur - but when 
added to the context of the adventure 
part of the game, they work rather well. 


I’m Going Slightly No-Mad 


As a concept, The Nomad Soul is truly an 
engrossing experience. Think of it as a 
scaled-down version of Shenmue — you 
can go anywhere at any time and do 
anything you want, like shopping in a 
supermarket or going to a peep show 
and enjoying the ‘entertainment’. 
Obviously, advancing the story line 
involves performing certain set tasks but 
these asides make for interesting playing. 
Unfortunately though, it’s the story line 
that can cause a few problems — there 
are a few situations where you can run 
into trouble simply by being too curious. 
Take trying to apprehend a known 
criminal early in the game; if you screw it 
up, you'll lose the chance to bag a whole 
stash of money which is vital to your 
progress later, with no opportunity to go 
back and get it further on. Bugger. 

Many may also find the pace a little bit 
on the plodding side — the story takes a 
good while to get moving, by which time 
you might be bored of the whole thing. 
The fact that it’s occasionally unclear 
where you must go next (despite having a 
series of clues to follow) doesn’t help 
much either. And one last sticking point

Naah, can’t 
be... at least you couldn’t accuse Capcom of 
being inconsistent! Another rehash, anyone? 


*, No matter what sort of gamer you 
-" are (casual or hardcore) there’s 
one word that, if spoken, will either 
bring a quiet smile to your face or send 
you running away as fast as you possibly 
can. Are you ready for it? Right, here 
goes... StreetFighter. 

Still with us? In that case, you’re one 
of the many people who might like to try 
out Capcom’s latest in a long line of 
StreetFighter games, cunningly called 
StreetFighter Ill. \t’s the exciting story of 
some people who like to get together 
and beat the living daylights out of each 
other. Just for fun. 

Come on — you know how it all works. 
If you've ever played a StreetFighter 
game, you'll be able to just pick this up 
and play it. Thankfully, all of the 
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characters (with the exception of Ryu, 
Ken and Akuma) are original so you'll still 
need to learn the nuances of each fighter 
to become a true expert. Still, if you’ve 
learnt the various Fireball/Hurricane 
Kick/Sonic Boom moves over the years 
then you should be able to bluff your 
way through the game to begin with. 


The Bare Necessities 


Mind you, if you've been raised on the 
most recent StreetFighter titles (like the 
Alpha series), you might find things just a 
bit... well, sterile. You see, rather than 
continue to add little extras to the 
already confusing fighting system, 
Capcom has stripped away everything but 
the basic essentials to give the game a 
feeling more like the original 


StreetFighter II. Gone are the days of air 
blocking and multiple fighting techniques 
— besides the Super Combos and 
Counters, everything’s taken a step back. 

Even the things that remain have been 
worn down to the bare bones. Counter 
Attacks no longer require performing a 
dodgy move at a precise moment; just a 
quick tap forward at the second of 
impact does the job just fine. The Super 
Combos (now called Super Arts) have 
also been toned down - rather than 
having a multitude of them, each fighter 
can choose just one from a list of three. 
Each one has its strengths and 
weaknesses so a wise decision must be 
made before heading into battle. 

There are quite a few new characters 
here, but they seem to be something of a 
mixed bag. From the easy-to-use Dudley 
and Sean to the dodgy Ibuki and Necro, 
you'll need to do a bit of experimenting 
before you find one that fits your 
fighting style. But that’s what fighting 
games are all about really, aren’t they?

Being 
hardened games players as well as slack- 
jawed journos, we're here to help you 
decide whether a game is worth you 
spending your hard-earned cash on 
simply by giving you an honest opinion. 
We always make sure that the right 
person reviews each game - after all, 
there’s no point giving a racing game to 


someone who hates cars, is there? We're 
totally unbiased, we never lie and we're 
always FAIR... which brings us back to 
ECW Hardcore Revolution. |s it worth the 
money? Err, well... 


The Good News 


To begin with, Hardcore Revolution looks 
rather lovely. From the opening video 
sequence where a number of lycra-clad 
blokes smack each other over the head 
with tables to the actual game itself, it’s 
all put together quite nicely. The one 
word that would sum it up well is 
‘smooth’ — the arenas are solid (although 
the cardboard cut-out audience clearly 
isn’t) and the wrestlers all look 
reasonably realistic.

As someone once said though, ‘looks 
do not a good game make’ but 
thankfully, Hardcore Revolution doesn’t 
stop there; checking out the number of 
options and settings contained within the 
actual game, there’s more than enough 
to keep you busy for a while.

A Pay Per View and Create A Wrestler 
modes. There’s also the option to get 
some mates round and have a four-player 
free-for-all, a feature so often neglected 
in Dreamcast games so far... but sadly, 
that’s where the praise ends. 


The Bad News 


Unfortunately, none of this is enough to 
warrant you buying this game. In fact, 
there are so many reasons why you 
SHOULDN'T rush out and get it that it 
might explain why Acclaim was 
reluctant to send us a review copy. Let’s 
get the little things out of the way first, 
shall we? 

Audibly, Hardcore Revolution is a total 
disaster. With nothing more than a series 
of grunts, groans and slapping noises to 
listen to, the icing on the cake is the 
annoying commentator — shouting 
pointless comments that add nothing to 
the action, you'll be turning it off faster 
than Vanessa Feltz’s new TV show. The 
wrestlers, too, are nothing to shout 
about; despite looking quite nice, they 
still move about like they all suffer from 
a severe case of haemorrhoids.

WWF Attitude. If you take away the new 
wrestlers and graphical touches, there’s 
absolutely nothing new here — the game 
mechanics, the moves, the control 
system, even the voice of the referee... 
it’s ALL THE SAME. Quite clearly, Acclaim 
couldn't be bothered to try and come up 
with a different game but instead just 
slapped a few new graphics on top of a 
game engine that wasn’t very good to 
start with.

There is a tendency to 
tweak a winning formula a little bit, tart 
the front-end a little and thrust it out to 
a willing audience in the hope that the 
fondness that the original game endeared 
will have magically rubbed off onto the 
youthful whippersnapper placed before 
you. In general (and with puzzle games 
specifically) this formula works a treat; 
it’s very much a case of ‘it ain’t broke, 
don't fix it’. However, as with all such 
games, you have to wonder as to why 
developers bother. 

With Wetrix+, it’s fairly obvious: the 
original was highly regarded and as far 
the Dreamcast goes, the puzzle genre is 
somewhat undersubscribed. So hurrah 
for Zed Two and its decision to release an 
updated version for Dreamcast owners to 
relive the veritable delights of the original 
on a spangly GD-Rom. 


Despite, or rather in spite of the fact 
that the basic premise of the game is 
incredibly sound — build dams to hold 
water using the now familiar Tetris - 
shaped blocks whilst trying to avoid 
leakage, damage and earthquakes (that 
occur if you build your dams too high) 
it’s all perfectly balanced and addictive 
to boot — it just doesn’t really seem 
quite as enjoyable or as fresh as it did 
on the N64. 


Aside from the long-in-the-toothiness of 
Wetrrix+, the gameplay does still shine, 
especially if you’ve never experienced the 
many pleasures that the game has to offer 
and puzzle game fans will find themselves 
in cerebral cortex-munching nirvana. 
However, for those of you who are 
experienced in the ways of Wetrix then 
you'll be looking out for the dramatic 
differences that put the ‘+’ in Wetirx+.

Well, to be honest there aren’t many. The 
only discernable improvements are 
visually and aurally. As you might expect, 
Wetrix+ presents itself on the Dreamcast 
in full hi-res loveliness — which is nice. 
Everything looks sharp and lovely — 
though the age old problem of 
perspective in this 3-D environment 
hasn't been addressed and it is still too 
easy to misplace blocks or water because 
you can’t quite make out where they're 
heading... but to sort that out might 
have required some drastic alteration to 
the original format of the game. 

There are, of course, some all-new 
ambient tunes to pamper those 
appendages on the sides of your head. 
It’s the usual laid-back inoffensive 
ambient Drum and Bass that you hardly 
notice is there — it does the job and it is 
certainly better than any of that rock 
shite that is the bane of a great many 
otherwise ‘sound’ games (pun intended). 

So there you go, it’s an update of a 
relatively old game that was and still is 
pretty good but whether or not you 
ought to consider purchasing it really 
depends upon one of two things: do you 
love puzzle games and are you a die-hard 
fan of the PC or N64 version? If the 
answer is a resounding ‘yes’ to both 
those questions, then buy away and 
you'll be happy as a pig in the brown 
stuff. However, if you like your 
Dreamcast games to utilise the power of 
the console or you just like games that 
exude that certain arcadiness that the 
Dreamcast does so well, then you would 
probably best advised to keep your

To search for the book that you’re 
looking for type in the name of the 
book and the author in the ‘Search’ link. 


When the search engine has found 

your book it will display a review of it 
as well as a price. If you’re happy with it 
click on the ‘Add To Shopping Basket’ 
button. This phrase is the norm for most 
shopping sites. Repeat this process until 
you have all the books/items that you 
want. Remember, you haven’t bought the 
books yet — you've got to go to the 
checkout for that.

You will now have to give your 
email address, at which stage you 
will enter a ‘secure server’, so that you 

can give your details safely. You can 
tell if the server is secure as there will 
be a locked padlock at the bottom of 
the screen. 


Next, fill out the rest of the details. 

If it is the first time you’ve 
purchased something from the site you 
will have to register by choosing a 
password. This screen will also ask for 
your payment details. 


Make sure you check the billing 

address for the order and then 
confirm the invoice address. Once 
you've accepted this you will receive an 
email confirming the order and the 
book will arrive a few days later.

Featuring the young Lara, this is really a 
training level to teach beginners how to do 
her moves. However, there are several 
secret Golden Skulls littered about. 

Follow Von Croy and wait for him to 
shut off the spikes before crossing. When 
you reach the first jump, drop into shallow 
water to find a Golden Skull. Return up the 
steps and do the jump. Up the slope, avoid 
the wild boar and continue to the next 
chamber, with waterfalls and two jumps. 
Drop down to collect a Golden Skull in the 
far right corner. Return up the slope to Von 
Croy and do the two jumps, as instructed. 
Follow him around and shimmy right to 
climb up. Hang-drop into the pool room. 
Dive into the pool and swim to the bottom 
to find a Golden Skull near the middle. 

Now swim through the tunnel to the 
right of the waterfall to find Small and 
Large Medikits. Return to the main pool 
and climb out to left of waterfall to push

Enter the right passage and follow it to 
some gratings. Continue up to a large room 
and pull the chain to let your mate into the 
pool room, to set it on fire. Take a look at 
those glowing tiles: you need to traverse 
these without touching any others to light 
the torches on the far wall and open the 
grating. (If you muck it up, you'll have to 
return to the previous passage and slide 
down to the right to pull a chain to reset 
the room, then head round and back up.)

Senet - The Losing Route 


It's best to save the game just before you start 
playing Senet. However, if you lose, you get to see an 
extra part of the level, which even contains some 
Secrets. Drop down from the balcony, enter the main 
room, and drop through the opened trapdoor to the 
right to start sliding. Grab the pole at the end and 
climb down, jumping back for some pick-ups before 
climbing to the bottom, to a room with ropes. 

Drop/climb down to the grey ledge just below. Climb 
into the crawl-space and through to another chamber. 
Head to the far end of the ledge. Pull/push the playing 
piece on the far side to the middle, so the hammers 
break it open — hop back! Collect Cartouche Piece 2, 
then hang-drop down and shoot the two dogs. Enter 
small side room and shoot two urns for Shells and 
Small Medikit. Exit and climb back up, return via crawl- 
space to original ropes room. 

Climb back up the ladder to the first ledge. Turn 
around and jump the gap to the next ledge. Now run- 
jump to the rope: use it to swing to the middle opposite 
ledge. Push open the secret doors for Secret Crossbow 
ammo and Small Medikit. Exit and slide down a slope to 
the floor. Climb back up the ladder and run-jump to grab 
the rope. Use it to swing to the far right high ledge. 

Head up the steps and shoot the two dogs in the 
room. Pull/push the playing piece in the far passage, 
between the two hammers. Then push the lever to 








make them break it open for Cartouche Piece 1.

Return along the passage to the ropes room. Jump to 
the next ledge and climb the pole for Small Medikit 
and Uzi Clips.

Avoiding 
it, push the lever. Head through and round 
all the way to a small room. Pull a torch 
from hole in far wall. Head back around 
passage and light torch from flame in corner 
(with short block beneath it). Return to 
small room and light both torches to open 
the right door. Drop torch and go through 
door to drop to Secret passage. Follow it 
(under glass sections) to room with three 
plinths. Collect Shells, Large Medikit, and 
Crossbow ammo, but watch out for blade 
booby traps — hop back each time. 

Return through passage to small room. 
Head back around passage, past entrance, 
right to the door at the end. Jump away at 
the last minute, so the bull charges through 
the door. Head down passage to a new 
room. Get the bull to charge each of the 
three eye panels to open two passages in 
the far wall. 

Enter the right-hand one first and climb 
up the ladder to a ledge above the eyes 


room. Head left and up left passage into 
small room: avoid falling booby trap and 
collect Small Medikit and Shells. Return 
down to ledge and head round to the 
opposite side. Climb up through hole into a 
small room. Avoid falling booby trap and 
collect either Small Medikit, Shells, or Large 
Medikit — as soon as you collect one, the 
other plinths will ignite. Also, quickly drop 
back through hole before second booby- 
trap extends its blades! Hang-drop down to 
the floor and enter left passage this time.

Push the lever to open the exit — note the 
other wall-style switch there, which you 
can't flick yet. Run-jump to middle of next 
carriage. Enter door and head round to 
corridor. Enter first door and shoot crate 
for Small Medikit. Exit to corridor and 
watch out for trident guard. Kill him, then 
enter next door and shoot crate for Shells. 
There’s nothing inside the third room's 
crate, so continue along corridor and open 
the exit door. 

Jump to railcar with blue stuff on it, at 
which point a trident Arab will jump onto 
the train. Shoot him and jump onto his 
empty railcar. Jump to grab either ladder on 
the next carriage and climb up to the roof. 
When you pass the first hatch, two trident 
guards will appear in front and behind you. 
Kill them both, then drop through first 
hatch. Grab Small Medikit and crouch to 
shoot crate for Shells. Go to back and kill 
guard. Jump to ladder and climb up to roof 
of next carriage. 

Don't bother dropping through the hatch 
yet. Jump to the carriage with the blue 
heap. You can’t jump over the slope, so 
instead hang onto the side of the railcar 
and climb past it. Pull up to see a 
helicopter arriving. Jump to grab next 
carriage and climb up to roof. Shoot the 


guard there, then hang off the left side and 
drop to grab the crawl-space there. Go 
through it to enter the carriage. Collect the 
Shotgun, then the Crowbar nearby in the 
corner. Grab the Shells at the other end, 
then use the Crowbar on the floor switch 
to open the door. 

Shoot the guard, then jump back to the 
blue heap and over it. The next carriage 
door will open, revealing another Arab. 
Shoot him, then jump-grab in (to avoid 
hitting your head) and go into the right 
passage. Use Crowbar to open the broken 
panel there. Inside, shoot the three crates 
to collect Grenade Gun and 2x ammo. 
Climb back up through hatch, ready to 
shoot two Arab guards up there. 

Jump to roof of next carriage, then to 
the empty railcar —- where two more guards 
will arrive. Shoot them, then jump to the 
next railcar. Shoot the guard lurking in the 
next carriage, then jump to it. Go through 
the corridor to the other side. Jump-grab 
back into the original carriage doorway and 
enter. Use Crowbar on panel for Secret 
Small Medikit. Use Crowbar on floor switch 
to disconnect the rest of the train. 
Approach the doorway again to complete 
the level and stop at Alexandria. 


Head along the passage, shooting two 
scorpions as you near the dark area. Collect 
the Small Medikit in the far right dark 
corner, then continue left up the steps. 
Head left to the fountain courtyard, 
shooting a white-robed Uzi guard. Head 
down the far left passage to find Shells and 
a locked cage with a motorbike inside. 
Return to the courtyard and door on the 
left. Head upstairs to meet your pal in an 
FMV scene. After this, collect the Laser 
Sight, Crossbow ammo and Shells from the 
top of the small filing cabinet. Collect Shells 
between bookcases, then exit to balcony. 
Head left, ready to shoot two guards on 
the opposite ledge. Run-jump over there to 
collect Uzi Clips. Turn right and run-jump to 





grab edge of roof. Climb right round the 
corner and drop to grab the lever and pull 
it. Enter the door there and shoot another 
Arab. Collect Large Medikit and 2x 
Crossbow ammo from Secret far alcove 
(which you just opened with the lever). Exit 
the building and head right. 

The next bit is optional. Enter the 
doorway and follow the passage to a room 
with graffiti and crates. Head through to 
opposite passage and shoot the guard. The 
place is empty so head back to the original 
room and shoot another guard. Then head 
back outside. 

Turn left and continue along the alley to 
find a passage. Shoot the guard for a Small 
Medikit. Then head along the passage to 
exit to the Coastal Ruins (Level 14). 


Collect Small Medikit on the steps and 
continue down. Head round to the area 
with palm trees. Enter the right archway to 
find the Egyptian Adventure amusement 
park — shoot the blockage to enter. Turn left 
and head straight through to the pyramid 
room, then left up the steps. Shoot through 
the blockage and head through to the room 
with a mirror. Look carefully in it (use 
Binoculars) to spot where all the spike 
traps are. Jump diagonally from bottom of 
stairs and avoid spike traps en route to the 
far corner to collect the Crossbow. Return 
to the stairs to exit. 

Return to the pyramid room and 
combine the Laser Sight with the 
Crossbow. Then save your game and slide 
down the slope to the shooting range. You 
only have a short time to shoot all the 
urns before you're dropped onto the 
spikes. Quickly use the laser-sighted 
Crossbow to knock them all out (you can 
sometimes shoot two close ones by 
aiming between them). This deactivates 
the spike trap, so drop down and collect 
the Token, then climb into the left crawl- 
space. Go through and up slope to 
pyramid room. 








Head up the steps again, then along the 
passage, taking the second right entrance 
to find snake charmer machine.

Climb it to backflip into the room, then 
collect the Broken Handle. Use the Crowbar 
to pull out the left Wall Hook in the alcove.
